SCOUTS AID VICTIMS 
OF BUS ACCIDENT 


“T know every Scout gets train- 
ing, but I didn’t know how valuable 
it could be.” These were the words 
of Capt. Robert Georgantas, Com- 
mander of the Joliet District of the 
State Police, in relating the emer- 
gency measures taken by Chicago 
Scouts in aiding victims of a bus 
accident near Joliet on the morning 
of Saturday, February 19. 

The Scouts, Mike Kowalczyk, 
John Wawak, Randy Worozaken, 
Richard Stillmaker, Jack Fisher, 
Fred Susedach, Ken Rylko, Jim 
Holzworth, Allen Prais, Billy Drewes, 
and Lenny Parisi, Assistant Scout- 
master Roger Goerke, and Scoutmas- 
ter Rudolph Oliva, are members of 
Troop 999, Jefferson Park Lutheran 
Church. Bound for Yorkville in a 
station wagon, they were following 
behind the bus when it skidded off 
the road and overturned. They im- 
mediately broke open their first aid 
kits and rendered assistance. 

Corp. John Oltman, one of the 
first State Troopers on the scene, 
said, “The boys and their leader were 
outstanding. They worked beside the 
troopers in treating the injured and 
carried stretchers up a ten-foot em- 
bankment to ambulances.”

8. Accuracy, clarity, and readability of statement posted in booth de- 
scribing booth activity.

ACHIEVEMENT PROGRAM 
DESIGNED TO PRESENT 
QUALITY PROGRAM 

The Breakthrough For Youth 
Achievement Program, Phase V, was 
Jaunched on March 1, 1966. In 
launching the program, T. A. Sedam, 
our Council Commissioner, empha- 
sized its importance. “We are serv- 
ing more boys than ever before, and 
we must continue to increase our 
membership as we strive toward our 
goal of 100,000 boys in Scouting by 
1970. 

“However, as we serve more boys, 
it becomes increasingly important to 
urgently concern ourselves with the 
quality items of Scouting. The 
Achievement Program is designed 
with this aim in mind.” 

The five parts of the program and 
maximum number of points that can 
be earned are as follows: 1. On-Time 
Charter Renewal, 30 points; 2. Boy 
Recruiting, 44 points; 3. Advance- 
ment, 36 points; 4. Outdoor Pro- 
gram, 50 points; 5. Quality, 41 points. 

In order to qualify for recognition, 
a unit leader must earn a minimum 
of 170 points out of a possible 201. 
Five point bonuses may be earned 
by pledging to participate not later 
than April 15, 1966; subscribing to 
the recommended Budget Plan; and 
100% subscription to Boys’ Life 
Magazine at Charter time.
